HANIHARA DISCEAIMS ANY 
THOUGHT OF IMPLYING A 
THREAT IN HIS LETTER

WASHINGTON, April 19. 


OLLOWING is the text of 
I the Correspondence  be- 
between Ambassador Han- 
ihara of Japan and Secretary 
Hughes made public today: 


Ambassador Hanihara’s let- 
| ter, under date of April 


17, 
said: 
“My Dear Mr. Secretary: 
“In reading the Congres- 


sional Record of April 14, 1924, 
I find that the letter I ad- 
dressed to you on April 10, a 
copy of which you sent to the 
Chairman of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Immigration, . was 
| made a subject of discussion in 
the Senate. In the Record, it 
|} is reported that some of the 
| Senators expressed the opinion, 
| 


which was apparently accepted 
| by many other members of that 
| body, that my letter contained 
| ‘a veiled threat.’ As it appears 
| from the Record that it is the 
phrase ‘grave consequences,’ 
|| which I used in the concluding 
|| part of my letter that some of 


| the Senators construed as ‘a 
| veiled threat,’ I may be  per- 
mitted to quote here the full 


text of the sentence which con- 
tained the words in question: 

“*Relying upon the confi- 
dence you have been good 
enough to show me at all times, 
I have stated or, rather, repeat- 
ed, all this to you very candidly 
and in a most friendly spirit, 
for I realize, as I believe you 
do, the grave consequences 
which the enactment of the 
measure retaining that partic- 
ular provision would inevitably 
bring upon the otherwise happy 
and mutually advantageous re- 
lations between our two coun- 
tries.’ 


‘ 

“Nothing Like a Threat.” 
“Frankly, I must sey I am 
unable to understand how the 
two words, read in their con- 
text, could be construed as 
meaning anything like a threat. 
I simply tried to emphasize the 
most unfortunate and deplora- 
ble effect upon our traditional 
friendship which might result 
from the adoption of a partic- 
ular clause in the proposed 
measure. It would seriously 
impair the good and mutually 
helpful relationship and dis- 
turb the spirit of mutual regard 
and confidence, which charac- 
terizes our intercourse of the 
last three quarters of a century 
and which was considerably 
strengthed by the Washington 
conference as well as by the 
most magnanimous sympathy 
shown by your people in the re- 
cent calamity in .my .country. 
Whereas, there is otherwise ev- 
ery promise of hearty co-opera- 
tion between Japan and the 
United’ States, which is be- 
lieved to be essential to the 
welfare, not only of themselves, 
but of the rest of the world, it 
| would create, or at least tend 
| to create, an unhappy atmos-

Hughes’ Letter to Hanihara. 

The letter written by Secre- 
tary Hughes to the Ambassador 
said: 

“IT am gratified to receive 
your letter of the 17th inst., 
with your frank and friendly 
explanation of the intent of 
your recent note in relation to 
the pending immigration bill. 
It gives me pleasure to be able 
to assure you that reading the 
words ‘grave consequences’ in 
the light of their context, and 
knowing the spirit of friendship 
and understanding you have 
always manifested in our long 
association, I had no doubt that 
these words were to be taken in 
the sense you have stated, anJ 
I was quite sure that it was far 
from your thought to express or 
imply any threat. I am happy 
to add that I have deeply ap- 
preciated your constant desire 
to promote the most cordial re- 
lations between the peoples of 
the two countries. 

“With high esteem, I am, my 
dear Mr. Hanihara, 

“Very sincerely yours, 

“CHARLES E. HUGHES,”

“As the representative of my 
country, whose supreme duty is 
to maintain and if possible to 
draw still closer the bond of 
friendship so happily existing 
between our peoples, I honéstly 
believe such effects, as I have 
described, to be ‘grave conse- 
quences.’ In using these words, 
which I did quite ingenuously, 
I had no thought of being in 
any way disagreeable of dis- 
courteous, and still less of con- 
veying ‘a veiled threat.’ On the 
contraty, it was in @ spirit of 
the most sincere respect, confi- 
dence and candor that I used 
these words, which spirit I hope 
is manifest throughout my en- 
tire letter, for it was in that 
spirit that I wrote you. I never 
suspected that these words, 
used as I used them, would ever 
afford an occasion for such 
comment or interprétation as 
have been given them. 

“You know, I am sure, that 
nothing could be farther from 
my thought than to give cause 
for offense to your people or 
their Government, and I have 
not the slightest doubt that you 
have no such misunderstanding 
as to either the spirit in which 
I wrote the letter in question to 
you, or the meaning I intended 
for the phrase that I used 
therein. 

“In view, however, of what 
has transpirted in the course of 
the public discussion in the 
Senate, I feel constrained to 
write you, as matter of rec- 
ord, that I did not use the 
phrase in question in such a 
sense as has been attributed 
to it,

ROSSITER, ALLEGED EMBEZZLER, 
REPORTED CAUGHT IN JAMAICA 


Former Secretary to Tower Ar- 
rested for Theft of $500,000, 
News Dispatch Says.

NEW YORK, April 19. — The 
Herald of Kingston, Jamaica, de- 
clares a man supposed to be Wil- 
liam A. Rossiter, alleged embezzler 
of more than $500,000, has been 
arrested by two secret service men, 
says a copyrighted dispatch re- 
ceived from Kingston by the New 
York Times tonight. 

Rossiter has been employed for 
many years in the family of the 
late Charlemagne Tower, former 
Ambassador ta Germany, first as 
head bookkeeper and later as sec- 
retary to Tower. He had not 
been suspected of wrong-doing un- 
til he suddenly disappeared June 
29. last. Within a week there were 
rumors of forgeries and after an 
audit of Rossiter’s books. trustees 
of the Tower estate voted to place 
the case in the hands of the au- 
thorities. 

Rossiter was indicted by a Phil- 
adelphia grand jury Jan. 31,. on 
ten true bills, in which he was ac- 
cused of forgery, uttering and 
publishing forged checks, embez- 
sliement and fraudulent conversion. 
The only amount mentioned in the 
indictment was the alleged theft 
of $10.000, but the authorities said 
the peculations and forgeries prob- 
ably would total considerably jn

AM not going to talk of the 
[o. outstanding things in Jos- 

eph Pulitzer’s career. You have 
heard about those before, you will 
hear about them again. I -am 
only going to tell you the sort of 
man he seemed to those who saw 
him day after day during the 
latter years of his life. 
To understand those years, 
however, you must keep in mind 
a brief outline of the earlier ones 
—the immigrant boy swimming 
ashore in Boston Harbor from the 
ship that brought him, the Union 
cavalryman in the Civil War, 
months of poverty, struggle and 
self-education in St. Louis, slow 
beginnings in journalism—and 
then the swift growth that built 
two great and prosperous news- 
papers and made their owner a 
power in American public affairs. 


Bedroom Like Vault. 


Upon that enormous energy, am- 
bition and unfinished endeavor a 
black curtain came down—+slowly 
at first, then with tragic swift- 
ness—until in the last years of 
his life sight was wholly gone. In 
that darkness there were bound to 
be nerve reactions of no trivial 
kind. 

One such reaction was exagger- 
ated sensitiveness to sound. Avoid- 
ance of irritating noises became 
an obsession. Many of us have 
said we'd like to be rich enough 
never to hear again a slamming 
blind, or clanking radiator. Mr. 
Pulitzer was rich enough to in- 
dulge such aversfons to the limit. 
His bedroom in New York was a 
marvel. Built almost like a vault, 
separate from the main body of 
the house, it was entered from 
the latter by a short passage in 
which there were three doors, 
each four inches thick. 

The floor of this passage rested 
on rollers to prevent the trans- 
mission of vibration. One could 
drop a cannon ball on the floor of 
the house without the shock being 
felt in the bedroom. This bed- 
room was lighted by a French 
window which was really three 
windows, closed one after the 
other, and the glass in each was 
specially made and nearly an inch 
thick. Even the most strident 
motor “klaxon" failed to pene- 
trate these panes. 

Ventilation was secured mainly 
from a large fireplace and chim- 
ney, and this came near spoiling 
the result. The first nignt Mr. 
Pulitzer occupied his new bedroom 
he pronounced it a eomplete fail- 
ure because he was sure he had 
heard the whistles of a ferry boat 
faigily wafted down the chimney. 


problem was finally solved by 
stretching silk threads across the 
inside of the chimney at a point 
where they seemed to break the 
sound waves. 

Mr. Pulitzer’s 1500-ton yacht, 
Liberty, the seventh largest pri- 
vate yacht in the world, carrying 
a crew of 52, was designed and 
built with the same special pur- 
pose of providing him with quiet. 
Heavy cork bulkheads shut off 
his quarters from even the throb 
of the engines. So that the crew 
need never walk on the deck 
above his head a long passage run- 
ning the whole length of the ship 
below the water line provided a 
means of going fore and aft in- 
dependently of the deck. No 
yacht was ever more carefully 
planned and constructed for the 
peculiar needs of one man.

Presumably the action of Congress on 
the immigration” bill does not mean that 
anybody wants war between the United 
States and Japan, but if there ts any doubt 


about it, suppose we read the following , 


from Bertrand Russell's book on China: 

A war between the United States and 
Japan would be a very terrible thing 
in itself and still more terrible in its 
consequences. It would destroy Jap- 
anese civilization, insure the subjuga- 
tion of China to Western culture, and 
launch America upon a policy of world- 
wide millitaristic imperialism. It is, 
therefore, at all costs to be avoided. If 
it is to be avoided, Japan must become 
more liberal; and Japan will only be- 
come more liberal if the present regime 
is discredited by failure. The British 
alliance with Japan, since the end of 
the Russo-Japanese war, has been an 
encouragement to Japan in all that 
she has done amiss. Not that Japan 
has been worse than we have, but that 
certain kinds of crime are only per- 
mitted to very great Powers and have 
been committed by the Japanese at an 
earlier stage in their career than pru- 
dence would warrant. 

Perhaps by being a little more liberal 
ourselves than we seem to have been dur- 
ing the past week would be just as well. 
As far as we could see politicians made a 
little political capital for themselves down 
in Congress without any benefit to the 
country as a whole.

Rodin’s Experience. 
We took him in and left them 


2lone together. In about 15 min- 
utes the young man came out 
white, wilted, trembling, speech- 


less. We had to take him into the 
dining room, prop him on a @¢hair 
and give him a glass of sherry, be- 
fore he could start home. He said 
he had never been through any- 
thing like it 1n his life. Mr. Pulit- 
zer was later heard to remark: 
“That young man seemed far from 
a fool. I am glad I was kind to 
him!”’ 

The Rodin bust of Joseph Pulit- 
zer came near not being made. Ro- 
din insisted that he could mode] it 
only if Mr. Pulitzer bared his 
shoulders, and Mr. Pulitzer mod- 
estly but forcibly maintained that 
under no circumstances would he 
remove his shirt for Rodin or any- 
body else. It required patience 
and persuasion to get Mr. Pulitzer 
even to open his collar, 
though he submitted the sit- 
tings, he never felt the same again 
either toward Rodin or the bust. 

While he needed no lessons 
swearing, while he was anything 
but prudish in his literary tastes 
and while he was usually 
rounded by men, he had no use

icalism has gone too far. It isn't 
bobbed hair or cigarettes for women 
which: disturb me.

Mostly I 
don’t get it. Sometimes when I do 
get it I don’t like it. The next time 
l see a play in which the actors 
and actresses wear masks, I shall 
flee the theater. What is the mat- 
ter with the human countenance, 
anyway? 

And all this inspired by 
production of “Man and 
Masses"’ from the German. 

The Theater Guild program ex- 
plains that Ernst Toller, author of 
“Man and the Masses” is “an ardent 
Communist,” but the production of 
his play at the Garrick also proved 
indifferent playwright. 
Has Lost Meaning. 

This tragedy of the social-revolu- 
tion suffers enormously from trans- 
plantation. “Masse Mensch’ must 
have meant far more to German 
audiences who had manned barri- 
ecades and stormed them and had 
heard the clatter of guns in the 
streets. The emotional recognition 
of a problem close at hand would 
carry such an audience over many 
stretches in which the intent of the 
play is murky. 

To be sure, the choice of pacifi- 
cism or of force is not a local is- 
sue. Toller deals with questions of 
mass psychology which are obvi- 
ously universal, but by the very na- 
of the treatment he banks 
with abstractions. A devious ex- 
pressionism manages to make 
much of “Man and the Masses” 
all but incomprehensible.

DETROIT, Mich., April 19—Over 
a route no human being has ever 
before traveled, Francis K. Davi- 


son, automobile manager of Joao} 


Jorge, Figueiredo & Cia., Hupmo- 
bile distributers in Sao Paulo, Bra- 
zil, left that city recently in a dar- 
ing effort to travel by motor «to 
Buenos Aires, Argentina. The trip 


is being made to demonstraie to 
South Americans the capabilities 
of an automobile. The car used is 
a stock 1924 Hupmobile touring. 

Though the air line distance be- 
tween the two cities is less than 
2000 miles. Mr. Davison estimates 
he must’ pick his way over nearly 
twice that distance. He has already 
covered hundreds of miles through 
territory where there is no road, 
over mountain passes both high 
and” tortuous,, through~- dense 
swamps_.and forests of. underbrush, 
across wtreams where bridges most 
be coistructed and thraugh. other 
sections impassable even to native 
Ox carta.. 

In the Brazilian State of Rio 
Grande do Sul, Mr. Davison, ac- 
cording to cables to the Hupp Mo- 
tor Car’ Corporation, reports trav- 
ersing. junglés impassable even to 
many animals. To secure passage 
through one spot he engaged a 
gang of 40 men and kept them 
working four days building bridges. 
With the primitive tools and ma- 
terials—all that could be gathered 
near by—10 wege built, three of 
which broke down in_ crossing, 
nearly costing the intrepid driver 
and his two assistgnts their lives. 

After the succéssful negotiation 
of this tortuous spot. Mr. Davison 
reports keeping another gang of 
15 natives working day and night 
to remove enormous rocks, between 
or over which it -vas impossible 
for a motor car to be driven.

‘ “In the past,” says Vesper, “‘tire 
{ncreaseg@d horsepower has been 
somewhat of a handicap because 
European cars have been and stti! 
are built with the idea of sma}: 
horsepower -and, therefore, low 
gasoline consumption. The popular 
price European models are rated 
from five to nine horsepower, as 
against a relative power of 18 to 
24 horsepower on this side. This 
factor in the past has been re. 
sponsible for the restricted busines- 
on America cars in some localities. 
However, it was y observatior: 
that European drivers have become 
very partial to the American car. 
especially for touring purposes. 

“The automobile dealer. of the 
Continent handling American car« 
has had quite a little difficulty be- 
cause of the difference of ex 
change,” continued Vesper, “which 
has made his price more or less un- 
certain. , 

“Outside of the cities, where 
splendid salesrooms and shdps are 
maintained, the automobile dealer 
is practically unknown, most cf 


the sales being made on practi- | 


cally a retail basis through som-~- 
local representative who is on a 
strictly les commission basis. 

The pair shop and garage, as 
we know it here, does not exist. 

“The speed laws are rigidly en- 
forced. In the cities and in the 
suburbs the violators are not onl 
fined but are deprived of their 1i- 
censes. As an instance, while we 
were in London, Lord Curzon, M. 
P., was fined and lost his license 
for six months for the third of- 
fense of driving 33 miles per hour 
over a certain highway. 

“The congestion in,the cities is 
acute, especially in those with the 
narrow streets and also on some of 
the main highways. They are not 
of sufficient width for traffic. In 
certain localities the congestion is 
due to the bicycle, which; in my 
opinion, will in the next four or 
five years, develop into a very sert- 
ous competitor for the automobile 
in congested districts. I was ad- 
vised that the bicycle in continen- 
tal Europe has been on the gradual 
increase in spite of general condli- 
tions affecting other lines. Bicycle 
stores and repair shops are found 
in every little town and the coun- 
try highways are full of bicycles 
used not only for ordinary pur- 
poses, but for all needs of trans- 


portation. In a great: many locali-/| 


ties, the public highways provide 
for a special bicycle path which is 
kept up and maintained in exactly 
the same way asthe highway for 
vehicular traffie. 

“Except in one or two instances, 
nutomobiles are not manufactured 
in quantitées, os as it is caled mass 
production, by any of the Evro- 
pean factories. One, however, the 
Citreon, in Paris, very recently in- 
stalled Amerftan methods and ma- 
chinery, equipping their plant with 
American-made automobile ma- 
chinery. They have also installed 
the American system of accumula- 
tive assembly and have established 
piece work in their plant. This 
factory is building.170 cars per day 
and expects to reach a production 
of 300 when all of their new cquip- 
ment becomes operative. 

“Sooner er later, other Euro- 
pean factories will get into quan- 
tity production, which will prob- 
ably make competition harder for 
American cars. Be 

“In spite of the high cost of gas, 
motor travel is comparatively 
cheap on the- Continent’ and one 
may easily arrange for a tour with 
a competent driver, who, in some 
cases, speaks several different 
languages, at a remarkably low 
cost. The taxicab rates in the 
cities, especially in Paris are the 
cheapest. commodity of any sort to 
be found.”’ 

REO DESIGNS BUS 
AVERAGE LOAD 

Annguficement of the new Reo 
bus, with its~six-cylinder engine, 
sturdy chassis construction and 
low-hanging body, is now being 
made by the Reo Motor Car Co., 
through its distributers, and in St. 
‘Louis through the Kardell Motor 
Car Co. ; 

Before designing the new bus, 
Reo engineers made an extensive 
survey of bus transportation in 
cities of all sizes. By méans . of 
this survey they determined what 
might be considered the average 
number of passengérs that a bus 
would be called upon to carry. They 
also found that it is cheaper for an 
operator to run busses “sized to 
the average load” during the hours 
in which the number of passe 
is normal and add extra busses for 
the rush_ hours.

More than 40,000 busses 
are now operated in the United 
States by the bus and railway com- 
panies. : 

Yet with all this rapid expansion 
of the bus field, the’ position of 
the electric railways _in general 
greatly improved during the past 
year. All records of passengers 
carried by the tractions were brok- 
en. Thus it is shown that busses 
haye by no means “ruined” the 
business of the electric carriers, 
but on the contrary have;served as 
auxiliary and supplementiry units, 
ofeeTli creating new traffic. The 
proof df bus usefulness in this con- 
nection is demonstrated by the fact 
that more than 100 electric lines 
own and operate approximately 
1000 busses, of which 500 are 
Whites.

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BATTLE ON FOR FREE 
” RADIOING OF MUSIC 


Representatives of Both Sides 
Scheduled to Appear Before 
Senate Committee. 


The second phase of the battle of

Representatives of 
the Society of Authors, Composers 
and Publishers were to appear, and 
opponents to the Dil! bill, amending 
the copyright law so that broad- 
casters need not pay for music and 
compositions transmitted, were to 
be present. 

During the opening skirmish re- 
cently proponents of the bill, in- 
cluding representatives of the Na- 
tional Association of Broadcasters, 
testified in favor of Senator C. C. 
Dill’s amendment to the United 
States copyight laws enacted in 
1919,ebefore the days of broadcast- 
ing. The amendment reads as 
follows: 

“And provided. further. that 
the copyright control shall not 
extend to public performances,

profit, -of musical compositions 
where such performance is made 
from printed or written sheets 
or by reproducing devices issued 
under the authority of the own- 
“‘*Sr of the copyright, or by use 
of the radio or telephone OF 
both.” 

Defending his bill, Senator Dill 
stated that many broadcasters, in- 
cluding newspapers, operating at 
great expense without financial re- 
turn, ‘had filed complaints against 
the heavy fees imposed upon the 


transmission of music to the pub- 
lic. Music publishers are. actively 
prosecuting claims in connection 
with alleged copyright . infringe- 
ments, while in the only case 
passed upon, the issue was not 
clearly defined, he stated. He ad- 
mitted that the amendment might 
have to differentiate between 
broadcasting solely for good will 
and for profit. is 

The hearing was one-sided, in 
that only proponents were heard 
on the first.,day. Those appearing 
included E. F. McDonald Jr. of 
Chicago, president of the National 
Association of Broadcasters; Paul 
B. Klugh of New York, chairman 
of the same association; Charles H. 
Tuttle, counsel of the association;

Where this Pat Marr came from and who 
he is and how old he is and what he did be- 
fore he became the king of Smackover, are 
points of dispute which the present trial may 
clear up. 

It is of record at Dallas, where in 1919 
he bad his name changed to Marr, that he 
was born Margolyes. He says he was born 
in New York May 21, 1891, and grew up in 
California. That would make him 32. But

The man says it 
has long been his nickname, although it is 
difficult to understand why he should have 
been given such a nickname, for he doesn't 
look the part.

But of this 
he is certain: He never dreamed that it 
would be the 500th store to bear his name or 
that it would be one of a chain of 96 stores 
established within a single. year. Castle 
building of that magnitude was too extrava- 
cant even for the comprehension of a $27-a- 
year clerk. As is usually the case with suc- 
cessful men. it was not until years of hard 
work, rigid economizing and self-denial had 
taken much of the pleasure out of day dream- 
ing that he was able to picture such a future 
with any well-founded hope of making it ma- 


terialize. 
Penney was 18 when he qt that job with 
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Kept Out of Hamilton, Mo., 22 Years So He Wouldn’t Be 
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Competitor of Old Employer. 
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The Hamilton store, sooth of the Penney chain, on opening day. 
before it was remodeled, housed the old firm of J. M. Hale & Bro., for whom Penney worked as a 


J. M. Hale & Bro. and as short of cash as 
are most ministers’ sons of that age in towns 
the size of Hamilfon. So short, in fact, that 
he jumped at the opportunity to “clerk in a 
store’ without nege@tiations as to salary. When 
the detail finally~was brought to attention, 
$25 for the remaining 11 months of the 
year seemed enough to bind the agreement. 
He stayed on and dodged as best he could the 
gibes of his fellows, who, although not occu- 
pying a position so esteemed in the business 
life of Hamilton, were getting considerably 
more than $27 a year. That $27-a-year job 
was a source of much village merriment and 
no little discomfort to the holder of it be- 
fore the first year finally elapsed and his sal- 
ary was increased to $200. ; 

During those two years, however, and the 
next, in which the figure mounted to $300, 
Penney got the merchandising complex so firm- 
ly fastened on him that he was never to get 
rid of it again. And along with it he got the 
training in small-town business methods that 
later was to make his fortune. When, even- 
tually, his health broke down under the rigor- 
ous routine of service as clerk, janitor and 
errand boy and he went to Colorado to recover 
it, he carried with him the germ of an idea 
which later was to develop into the J. C. Pen- 
ney Co., with its ever-lengthening chain of 
“Golden Rule” stores. That move was essen- 
tially the turning point in his career, for it 
brought him into contact with more far-reach- 
ing opportunities and business men _ with 
broader conceptions of dry goods operations. 


| Bought First Store in rgo2 | 
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His connection with Johnson & Callahan of 
Longmont, Colo., later led to his promotion 
to the managership of their store at Kem- 
merer, Wyo., and then, after he had saved a 
little money, to his purchase of the Kemmerer 
store for himself. That momentous event in 
his life took place on April 14, 1902, just 22 
years before he was to celebrate the anni- 
versary by opening his 500th store in Hamil- 
ton. It was the original “‘mother store,”’ the 
first link in the long chain that now extends 
into 35 states of the Union, from New York 
to Oregon and from Canada to the Gulf. The 
rapidity of the chain’s growth is best com- 
prehended by a glance at the records them- 
selves—one store in 1902, two in 1903, 14 in 
1910, 86 in 1915, 312 in 1920, 500 in 1924. 
And if the plans of the Penney company ma- 
terialize, 71 more links will be added before 
the end of this year. r 

It was early in the career of the Kemmerer 
venture that Penney adopted the policy now 
expressed in the name “Golden Rule Store,” 
which all of the 500 carry. His experience as 
an employe of J. M. Hale & Bro., back in 
Hamilton, had taught him that. 

“While still a $27-a-year clerk,” he says, 
“T was able to perceive what principles got 
the best results in business and also what 
method of rewarding employes made for the 
most efficient service. It was the same in 
both cases—‘Do unto others as you would 
have others do unto you’—and I resolved 
then and there that if I should ever be in 
business for myself and an employer of men 
I would apply it, for it never fails to work.” 
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| System of Interpartnerships 
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And his attitude toward employes is one 
of the elements whererm the J. C. Penney Co. 
differs from provably all other chain-store 
All employes are potential pro- 
prietors. They are trained from the start as 
future managers anc partners. Unless they 
want to become managers and partners they 
are not wanted as employes. Neither are 
they wanted unless they can grasp the spirit 
of the organization which Penney conceived 
as the most basic principle of success. There 
is no clock watching in the Penney organiza- 
tion. The company's interest is the em- 
ploye’a interest and it depends on his efforts

entirely how long he will remain apn employe 
instead of a partner. 

So, with all stores closely knit together in 
an interpartnership plan, the chain lengthens 
as rapidly as employes disclose their ability, 
not only to become competent merchants, but 
to perpetuate the ideals of the concern and 
develop other men after them. Another point 
of difference between the Penney organization 
and the average corporation is that the stores 
which carry the name “J. C. Penney Co.” are 
not owned by the company, as such, at all. 
“J. C. Penney Co.” is merely the trade name 
under which the various units are associated. 
Neither has any one individual a financial 
interest in all the stores of the system. Penney 
bimself hasn't. As for how many individual 
stores he is interested in, he doesn’t know 
himself, he says, and doesn’t care, but thinks 
it is ‘“‘something over a hundred.” 

Penney long ago made enough money to per- 
mit him to transfer his interest “from mer- 
chandise to men,’ and men—ambitious young 
salesmen who want to become store owners— 
are his hobby now. And here is the system 
ty which employes may not only become part- 
ners in one store, but fn several units of the 
chain. 

An employe comes to a Penney store as a 
salesman. After demonstrating his ability, 
he becomes head man, or assistant to the 
manager. Later he is put in charge of a 
“try-out” store, many of which are operated 
in connection with “‘mother stores.” If he 
makes good as a “try-out” manager he is 
ready then to become manager of a separate 
unit and a partner and is installed in charge 
of a new store, with the privilege of buying 
a one-third/interest in it with money loaned 
him by the J. C. Penney Co. and to be repaid 
out of the profits of his store. 


Being then a part of the Penney company | 


chain, he begins to carry on the extension of 
the system from his unit, starting other stores 
in which he also will have a partnership. As 
manager, he will train another head man, try 
him out and then, when he is ready, install 
him as manager of the next unit, on terms 
similar to those he himself took advantage 
of. That man, in turn, continues the chain 
from his unit, as did his predecessor. In this 
way the process continues, partners farther 
nack the line eliminating themselves as the 
chain progresses. The system is like a tree 
of many branches, with each branch putting 
out branches of its own and so on indefinite- 
ly. The essential difference is that the 
branches do not remain tributary to the main 
trunk or it to them. The number of stores 
in which a man can have a partnership de- 
pends on the number of offshoots his branch 
can put out itself. After two or three succes- 
sive branchings, his partnership runs out and 
partners who entered the system after him 
carry on the process.

For instance, A, B and C, listed in order 
of seniority (seniority applying to previous 
partnerships), are partners in a store at Salt 
Lake City, Utah. This store prospers and is 
able to open another at Trenton, Mo. Part- 
ner A, having come from farthest back the 
line, is eliminated and B’and C become part- 
ners in the Trenton estore with the new 
manager, D. We will assume, then, that the 
Trenton store, with partners B, C and D, 
makes money and opens another at Hannibal, 
Mo. Here B Is eliminated and the Hannibal 
store is owned by C, D and a new manager- 
partner E. If the Hannibal store, in turn, 
opens another, it is seen, then, that C, the last 
of the original partners, willl be out of it.

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An original view of music’s higher realm, 
explaining on psychological grounds 
the lure of well-known stage situa- 
tions—One fault of operatic com- 
posers is that they always use slow- 
working poisons, and thus the sing- 
ers die in a very tedious fashion—

people killed, thus ensuring a long 


HE psychological reason for operas is 
that the public Aikes to find out about 
other people’s troubles and compare 
them with their own, which makes 
them feel they aren’t so bad off after 
all. When the curtain goes up the 
singers come out and begin complain- 
ing and they complain for three or four acts until 
the curtain falls and ends the misery for that eve- 
ning. 
ficulties and have really suffered, the audience is 
satisfied and will vigorously applaud, but -if the 
troubles are only minor ones and there isn’t much 
killing, the audience is disappointed and wants its 
money back. 
~» Most operas are written in Itallan-——-why, nobody 
knows, but the fact ought to be investigated. The 
only time the American public comes in contact with 
Italian is when it reads the direction on shoe-polish 
cans. No one understands what the actors are wail- 
ing about and can only infer the plot—which is 
about as reliable as an owl car. True, they sell li- 
brettos, but you can’t read them in the dark unless 
you have a lantern with you. Even if you could read 
them and attempted to follow the action you would 
only lag behind a couple of scenes. But that is all 
in the game. 
Amopera without murder is as rare as first-floor 


If the characters have undergone genuine dif- 
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chop-suey joints. The more killings there are tie 
better the people like 4t—-they scorn your cheap 
show where only two or threé are killed—they want 
wholesale slaughters, with the stage so cluttered 


up with bodfes that, by the end of the fourth act, the 


survivors can’t make a move without stumbling over 
them. It is highly enjoyable when a beautiful so- 
prano, who has been suffering for three acts, finally 
decides to take poison—which she generally does 
along about 11:15. She gets out the bottle and 
holds it off at arm’s length and warbles an aria 
about poison and its disastrous effect, and-then she 
walks to the other end of the stage and reviews all 
her troubles at the top of her lungs, and then she 
walks to the center of the stage, steps close to the 
footlights and sings to the orchestra leader as if 
inviting him to join her in a suicide pact. 


This is entertaining, all right, but most Amer- 
icans would wish her to toss off the poison quicker 
and quit mooning around. That is one difficulty 
with composers-—they always use slow-working 
poison, and if the tenor gets stabbed the chances 
are he will languish near death for two or three 
scenes while the heroine stands around and weeps, 
whereas, if she went to the telephone and called the 
hospital she could save hig life. When opera sing- 


ers set about to die they do it in such a tedious, 


long-drawn-out fashion that the man who has come 
for excitement begins to fidget and study the ceiling. 
If the basso plots murder he will do so for an entire 
act—as if the prisoner in his dungeon couldn’t hear 
him—-now singing in first, now in second; shifting 
gears to climb hills and finishing up with a note 
as long as the curfew. He will hold on to that fina 


note as long as there’s any oxygen left, and he lets’ 


it go with a gasp that makes him pale. Then he 
trots off the stage to get fannéd, as if he were a 
prizefighter resting between rounds, and the house 
rocks with applause. 


But to get’ back to the soprano who is trying to 
take poison. At just about the time when the audi- 
ence thinks she is kidding them and isn't going to 
commit suicide at all, she quaffs the fatal bean and 
falls to the floor. If she is a slim woman she dies 
gracefully and accurately, but if she is built on 
specifications drawn up for a football stadium, she 
falls to the floor with a thud and jars the boards.

Obviously, these conclusions did not 
help much. They are usual in all such 
cases and the doctor could not go out 
arresting women merely because they 
were middle-aged and looked as though 
they might be mildly hysterical. It was 
necessary‘to find something much more 
definite than this. 

The doctor found it in his third line 
of investigation, the ink. 

The study of writing inks is an important branch 
of criminologic science. Many volumes have been 
written about it and many court cases concerning 
wills, forged documents, dishonored letters and the 
like, have turned on expert use of this inky science. 
Dr. Smith, both because of his vocation as a chemist 
and his avocation as a criminologist, was familiar 
with it all. 

Most modern ink cohtains two different ingredi- 
ents. One is aniline dye of a blue color. This 
makes the bluish marks when the writing is first 
done. The second ingredient is a compound of iron 
When the writing is fresh this iron compound is al- 
most colorless, but as the writing stands exposed to 
the air it slowly turns deep black 

This is why these inks are called blue-black inks 
At first they are blue because of the aniline dye. 
Later on they are black because of the iron com- 
pound. 

It was an ink of this kind that the anonymous let 
fer writer had used. Furthermore. Dr. Smith was 
able to show, by microchemical analysis of the col- 
ored compounds in the writing. that the ink used 
was of a very familiar commercial brand 
that was much employed in fountain pens

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The Chief arranged 
to watch every let- 
ter that this woman 
mailed.

But in this instance, the doctor 
found, the letters had not been 
written with a fountain pen. They 
had been written with an old-fash- 
joned steel pen, this pen had been 
dipped into an open inkwell, and 
the ink in this well had been re- 
newed three times during the sev- 
eral months that the letters had 
been written. 

This seems a good dea! to be able 
to read from the letters themselves, 
but it really was quite simple. 

The use of the steel pen was determined from the 
presence in all the letters of microscopic scratches on 
the paper, made by the two sharp steel nibs at 
the split end of the penpoint. The point of a foun- 
tain pen, being smoother, makes scratches that are 
quite easily distinguishable from those of the re- 
mrovable steel pen 

The fact that the ink was kept in an open inkwell 
was determined by the presence in the writing of a 
good deal of general room dust. dust which could 
not have been present in the original ink and which 
could have gotten in it only as the result of stand- 
ing open to the air. Furthermore, when the letters 
were arranged in the order of their dates of mailing 
it was found that the ink of them first increased 
in thickness from letter to letter until a certain 
date. Thereupon the ink became suddenly thinne: 
This sequence was twice repeated The obvious 
explanation was that the ink in the well had grown 
gradually thicker by evaporation until it became too 
thiek or scanty for use. New ink was then added, 
refilling the inkwell. And, as I Say, this was done 
three times, at dates which Dr. Smith was able to 
determine with considerable exactness. 

These were the doctor's gleanings from the letters 
themselves. They were obviously ingenious 
and interesting, but they did not help great-

It is a peculiarity of all these modern 
blue-black inks that they can be bleached 
out by a weak solution of chlorine gas in 
alkaline water. Sut there are many chem- 
icals which will not be bleached when the 
ink is» One of these chemicals, for ex- 
ample, is nitrate of silver. If you drop a 
crystal of nitrate of silver into a bottle of 
ink you can write with that ink just as 
usual. Its marks will not differ discernibly 
from marks made with the untreated ink. 
But, later on, you can bleach out the ordi- 
nary ink marks with chlorine and the extra 
marks dne_to the silver will show up.

It didn’t much frighten the boy. Later he wrote 
simply to Nutting of the Typhoon: “The situation 
was bad, and. I am ashamed to say, during those 
hours I thought of sailing back towards Bermuda, 
which was only 300 miles away.” 

But he kept the Firecrest’s head up, and out of 
the snarl of tangled rigging set a staysall, with 
which, after 72 hours of fighting against a sea cold 
with fury, he reached Fort Totten, just outside New 
York, and the voyage was over. Gerbault spent this 
winter in France, planning the cruise which be ex- 
pects to make in the same old Firecrest, in a few 
months, across the Pacific. 

The Sowitasgoht had an easier time. But she, 
too, ran short of water and had to rig up her sails 
as scoops to catch rain water with which to brew 
precious mouthfuls of tea. Off the Atlantic coast 
she ran into a small cyclone. For two days and a 
half the tiny vessel skidded up and down mountains 
of boiling water. playing hide and seek with the 
devastating center of the storm, while the wind 
roared a gale. 

The chief problem the crew of the Sowitasgoht 
faced, however, was the fall of the Austrian krone 
to about one-thirty-seventh of the price of a postage 
stamp.

LD MOTHER EARTH has 4 heavy heart. 

But for all that it may be a heart of 
gold. ; 

Geologists now tell us that instead of 
living on a thin crust of rock and earth 
and floating like slag on a sea of seeth- 
ing lava and molten rock, as we were 

taught a generation ago, we are living on the outer 
weathered crust of a globe as rigid as steel, and 
heavier than any of the common rocks. 

It is hot enough inside, geologists tell us, so hot 
that probably all the rocks are melted, but the pres- 
sures are so enormous that this molten rock behaves 
in many ways almost as if it were solid metal. It is 
now thought that the great bulk of the interior of 
the earth, all of it to within 1800 miles of the sur- 
face, is a mass of heavy metal, principally if not 
wholly iron, or iron and nickel. So that Mother 
Earth has a heart of iron, heavy but strong. 

Yet it may not all be common metal such as iron 
and nickel. There are metals heavier than these, 
aid rarer. If the core of the earth be conceived as 
i mass of melted metals, the heavier would tend to 
eollect at the center, and among these heavy metals 
that are rare at the earth’s surface are gold and 
platinum. So, som? geologists have surmised that 
he center of the earth may be a huge nugget of 
nealeulable value. 

“Bosh,”” say other conservative scientists: “sensa- 
ional humbug, fit only for half-wits. Nobody 
knows that the gold is there, and if it is there it is 
probably mixed or combined with other substances. 
ind anyway it would be impossible to get it out.” 

“Don’t quote me as saying there's a gold mine at 
the center of the earth,” said one eminent author- 
ty on the earth’s insides. If you did there are a 
lot of fools that would be writing to me and asking 
how it would be possible to get at it.” 

But the fact remains that not a few competent 
:uthorities think there is fair reason for supposing 
nat for a short distance around the very center of 

- earth there may be amounts of the heavy metals 
such as gold, lead, silver and platinum, not neces- 
sarily in the pure state, but there nevertheless. 

It is only a guess, or what the scientists more 
elegantly and exactly call a hypothesis, but it has 
something more than guesswork behind if. 

What do we know of the inside of the earth, any- 
way, and how do we know it? 

When the Nebular Hypothesis of the origin of our 
solar system held sway about 50 years ago, it was 
believed by scientists that all the inside of the earth 
below a depth of about 10 or 20 miles was liquid 


—_ 

rock. like the lava that flows from volcanoes. . Vol- 
canoes themselves were thought to be safety-valves 
for the superheated boiler inside, so that when the 
pressure got too great they popped off, and maybe 
killed some tens of thousands of people in so doing, 
but saved the whole world, or at least large sections 
of it, from blowing into fragments. The crust of the 
earth was thought to be just a sort of scum on the 
surtace of the liquid. 

But investigation developed facts that did not 
square with this theory a bit. For example, the 
attraction of the moon and the sun on the waters 
of the oceans produces the tides; and if the interior 
of the earth were a rather thin liquid, the same pull 
of the moon and sun would raise. tides there that 
would speedily play havoc with the exterior land- 
scape. Furthermore, it has been found that earth- 
quake waves travel through the inside of the earth 
in just about the same way and at the same speeds 
that they would through a solid sphere of highly 
tempered steel. 


Evidently, then, the imside of the earth is made of 
something very tough and very rigid. Have we any 
clews as to what it might be? We have two fairly 
good ones. Take the weight of the earth. for ex- 
ample. 

A competent physicist or astronomer, with the 
proper instruments, can weigh the earth, if not quite 
as accurately as the grocer weighs out a pound of 
butter, yet with sufficient accuracy for all practical 
purposes. 

Sir Isaac Newton pointed out the way when he dis- 
covered the laws of gravitation. This depends on 
just two factors: the mass of the two or more bodies 
involved and their distances from one another. If 
the distances and gravitational pull are known, the 


_ Mass can be calculated, and for al! earthly purposes 


mass and weight amount to the same thing. 


The density of the earth has been measured and 
found to be just 5.52 times that of water. But here 
is an odd thing: Taking everything on the surface 
of the earth, including the waters of the seas; adding 
to all this the rocks as tar down as we know any- 
thing about them, or a matter of a few miles, and 
lumping it all together, we find the average density 
to be only 2.8 times thatof water. or about half 
the density of the earth as a whole. If the surface 
of the earth is so much lighter-than the earth as a 


whole, evidently there must be something rather- 


heavy as we get toward the center. We have already 
seen that it must be rigid. The qualities seem to be 
approaching those of a metal.

Its attraction was so strong that 


star approached it. 
tidal action was set up in the sun, ifs crust was brok- 
en. and vast masses of gaseous matter issued with 
frizhtful velocities and to incredible distances. This 
matter cooled into relatively smal! chunks of solid 
matter. sucb as meteorites are. They coalesced to 
form planets and satellites. In so doing they also 
heated up to a great degree, but essentially they built 
the earth on a solid, not a liquid, foundation. Vol- 
canoes, according to this latest theory, are merely 
local boils on Mother Earth's complexion, and are 
not a constitutional complaint. 

By this theory it is relatively easy to account for 
the heavy metallic core of the earth, for it was 
there to start with and grew by gravity. A spectro- 
scopic study of the sun shows few heavy metals in its 
outer atmosphere. Presumably the subsiding proc- 
eae has already becun thre. — 


And so Mother Earth has a hard, heavy heart. 
As for a golden one? What says a conservative sci 
entist, such, for example, as Dr. Henry S. Washing- 
ton, volcano specialist of the Geophysical Laboratory 
of the Carnegie Institution of Washington? In cold 
type he declares: 

“We may conclude that the metaliogenetic els 
ments (those of the heavy metals) are rare on the 
earth’s surface and do not show intense spectrum 
lines on the sun because they are too deeply buried 
in both One might recall, to pass from science to 
fiction, that the idea was, in a way, foreshadowed 
by Jules Verne, who in one of his stories describes 
a comet or mgteorite composed of telluride of gold.’”’ 

The fanties of Jules Verne have so many of them 
come true that one hesitates to scoff. Perhaps, in 
spite of all her manifold infirmities and dégtresses, 
Old Mother Earth sti!l has a Heart of Gold. 

“Shooting stars’’ and the “showers” of beautiful! 
sparks which occur in August and November of 
each year are, by most astronomers, given the name 
of meteors. Small particles, the heat of their fric 
tion against the earth’s atmosphere makes the air 
hotter than a furnace around them and they are 
burned up. Thus meteors are changed to gas and 
dust, and if they reach the ground it is as dust. 

But fire-balis, the masses of metal or stone com- 
position which come dashing against earth’s sides 
from the depths of space, usually are termed me 
teorites. Less common than meteors, they are far 
larger, sometimes weighing many tons. 

“There are mysteries about these objects that 
challenge solution,’ writes Garrett P. Serviss, fa 
mous writer and lecturer upon astronomical! sub 
jects. “They come upon us out of the unknown 
seas of space, presenting aspects at once so familiar 
and so strange as to defy classification. 

“They are of two sorts: the iron meteorites and 
the stone meteorites. The former often are allied 
with nickel, about in the proportions used for 
nickel-steel armor plates, as if old Vulcan had pr: 
pared them for some stupendous war in heaven 

“In what star were they molded? From the iron 
bowels of what exploded planet were they shot 
forth, to wander for ages in space until at last the 
crossed our track? 

“Some of them carry 
Kohinoors, but numerous 
impish, staring eyelet points, which are true dia 
monds despite their ebon hue, as they prove by 
tearing steel saws and emery wheels to pieces as 
if made of nothing but wood. 

“So it would appear that diamonds are made in 
other worlds by dissolving carbon in molten iron. 
and crystallizing it under the éffects of pressure 
But one would like to know where these worlds 
are—or were—and what happened to them. 

“Then, agaimmthe stone meteorites offer us other 
puzzles. About one-third of the chemical elements 
known in our laboratories are contained in them, 
combined into many minerals. some of which are 
perfectly familiar. One remembers how Columbus 
on his first voyage picked up in the midst of the 
ocean branches of strange trees and curiously 
carved pieces of wood, and argued from them the 
existence of the new world, from whose shores they 
must @ave come.” (Copyright. }

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HIRTY-PIVE hundred years from 
' pow, if archeologists are Vigging 
around Bedford, Ind., they may 
come upon a tomb which in a 
modest way suggests that of Pharaoh 
Tutankhamen, the treasures of which 
have recently been brought to light in 
Egypt. 

The limestone of which the tombs of 
the Pharaohs are constructed is to all 
intents and purposes the samé as that 
which comes from the Indiana quarries, 
familiar in great banks, churches, busi- 
ness blocks and mansions throughout 
the country. 

A bundred years or so ago a great 
limestone outcropping at Bedford was 
shaped down by one Winthrop Foote to 
make a tomb which Foote planned 
should ‘last as long as the Pyramids.’ 
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OF KING TUT’S TOM

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Burial place wrought out of the solid limestone at Bedford, Ind., 2 century ago. 


In this the bones of Ziba Foote, 
drowned about 1818, and of his broth- 
er, Winthrop, died 1856, still rest. 

This tomb, hollowed out of solid rock, 
was sealed like the Pharaohs’, with a 
great slab of limestone. A wall was 
built around it and a five-foot obelisk 
erected over the sepuichre. A marble 
slab, suitably engraved, was inset in the 
monument. 

The elements have partiy obliterated 
the inscriptions from the marble, but 
the pioneer’s desire for an everlasting 
resting place may be realized, for lime- 
stone grows harder with exposure to the 
air, and the original chisel marks on 
the limestone are as sharp and well de- 
fined after a century as if they had been 
made yesterday. Only the marble tab- 
let shows the marks of time. 


Metal Protected 


RON exposed to the weather will 

rapidly rust away; copper, under ex- 

actly the same conditions, will last 

for years. Of the other metals, some, 
like tin and aluminum, last almost as 
well as copper. A few will corrode even 
more easily than iron. 

The reasons for these differences have 
been a great scientific mystery until 
recent researches in England, just an- 
rounced by Dr. Guy D. Bengough and 
Mr. J. M. Stuart.
